000, payable at the pleasure of the United 
Siaces, after fifteen years from the da‘e o! 
their i:ste, and beariag interest payable an- 
nually ip coup, at ihe rate of 4\¢ per cent, per 
annum, 

Third— Bonds to the an ount of $1,000,000, - 


States after thirty years from the date of their 
issue, and bearing interest, payable semi-an- 
nually in coin, at the rate of four per cent. 
per annum. 

Banks and responsibic bankers will be des- 
igoated for the negotiation of a loan, and paid 
commiseions upon the amouots negotiated by 
them respectively. Subecribers to the loan 
will bave preference io the following order, 
namely; first, subscribers for equa! amounts 
of first and third classes of bouds; second, 
subscribers for equal amounts of each class of 
bonds; third, eubecribers for five per cent.

HUMAN SLAUGHTER. 


The Losses Sustained in Some of the 
Great Battles of the World, 
{From the N. ¥Y. Times.} 

The shocking slaughter which has charac- 
terized recent European battles has naturall 
directed attention to the comparative blood- 
shed of there avd former struggles, and sug. 
gested estimates of the practical beariug on 
the question of the new w of warfare. 
Whether rifled cannon, the gzundnadelgewelr, 
and mitraillieuse are or ate not, as the guillo- 
tine was ulleged tu be, beveficeat inventions, 
epcears to depend on these calcalations. For 
it it should appear bat, while war costs no 
more men than formerly, it is much sooner 
over, and that this is ia an appreciable meas- 
ure consequent on the use of better or more 
effective weapons, the affirmative of this prop- 
osition must be accepted. War concerns 
non-combatants as well as others, and 
the shorter it is the better, of course, 
tor all industrial interests. If 100,000 men 
must be killed, itis better for their country 
that they should be killed in 4 month than in 
a year. A recognition of aed gag would 
sccm in partto have inspired the existing 
hr yssian military system. The accounts

At Solfermo the Freoch and Italians 
hed 158,000, and lost 17,000-men, or oné-vinth, 
and the Austrians had 160,000, and lost 20,000, 
or one-eighth of their total force. Of 220,000 
Prussians at Sadowa, but $,000, or one-twenty- 
third, and of the 310,000 Austrians, 31,00), or 
one-sevyenth, were lost. The present esti- 
mate is that there were 200,000 French in the 
three days’ battles before Metz, and that 5v,- 
0U0 of them were destroyed; and that of the 
250 000 Germans 40,000, or one-sixth, repre- 
sent the Josses, It is alfficuit as yet to pro- 
bounce upon tLe number of killed and wound- 
ed et Sedan. itis variously reckoued at from 
20,600 tu 49.000 men. Tne French who were 
made prisoners numbered some 85,000—the 
first Instance of the surrender of so large a 
booy oftroops sicce the Romans c1pituiated 
to the Sawnites at the Candine Forks. In 
ovr American eivil war the most sooguinary 
battles ¢«xhobit mortality of nearly the same 
relative properfions as the most bloody of 
the Earopear. struggics. About 100,000 men 
— 58,000 Federals and 40,000 Con federates— 
gre reeorded to have becn engaged at Antie- 
tam; the national loss is set down at 11,426, 
the Confederates at about 10,000; the aggre- 
gate lossthus being more than 4 quarter of 
the whole number of both combatacts. Near- 
ly the same sumbers with the same rela'ive 
casualties were seen at the second Bail Ran. 
At Gettysburg the national loss ts recorded at 

.00, and that of the Cenfederates at about 
86,000. The numbers on each side baving 
been about equal, or, say 75,000 each, more 
than 6ne-third of the whole were missing or 
destroyed at the end of the battle.

The Lexing- 
ton meeting, like others which have been 
held, is open to the objection that it has 
its origin and backing in Cincinnati, and 
is @ piece of questionable intervention in 
our local affairs. We do not need to have 
our opinions instructed or organized by 
Cincinnati. The Legislature of Kentucky 
owes its allegiance not to Cincinnati but 
to Kentucky.

The Czar of the Treasury. 

It is said, and it is doubtless true, that 
the Czar ALEXANDER is a dictator, against 
whose decrees no man 1n the Russian Em- 
pire dares to dissent: This powerful po- 
tentate, who sways an imperial scepter over 
nations, kindreds, tongues and people—the 
Lord only knows how many—is not, even 
with his scepte:, crown and realm, a really 
bigger ruler than our own great financial 
Ozar Bourweut. A large per cent. of the 
subjects of the Russian dictator are semi- 
barbserous, and take no pleasure in paying 
taxes, while Bourwe31’s are civilized, and 
relish the tax arrangement hugely. The 
Czar ALEXANDER, if he ever thinks of 
his royal cousin, the Czar BouTwELL, may 
congratulate himself with his more ex- 
tended territorial dominions, but even on 
this score he has but little of which to 
boast. The Czar BoutTwEu.’s dominions 
extend from ocean to ocean, and from the 
great inland sea of Superior to the most 
southern Florida key. The Czar Bovut- 
WELL has forty millions of subjects and 
thousands of subordinates, collectors, 
spiee, informants, weighers, gaugers, 
measurers, inspectors, smellers, and 
stampers, who live (officially) by his per- 
mission, aud die as quickly as it struck by 
lightning, when he so decrees. And it is 
evident that the Czar Bovur- 
WELL, in a revenue pomt of view, 
is @ greater potentate than the 
Czar ALEXANDER—has more money, and 
as money is power, has more power— 
and that this great essential of his success- 
ful reign may not be wanting, he keeps a 
mill constantly in operation making paper, 
out of which he manuiactures Govern- 
ment money and Government bends to 
meet the demands of his dynasty. The 
Czar ALEXANDER has some money power, 
but be does not run a paper mill for the 
manufacture of Russian greenbacks and 
bonds exclusively. He is very powerful, 
but he can’t issue a wkase and advance or 
reduce the value of gold in all the towns 
and cities of bie vast empire, from St. 
Petersburg to Kamtschaika, Hehas not 
got an army of officials stamping 
everything, irom a box of matohes 
to a coffin, scratching Egyptian hierogly ph- 
ics on all the whisky and beer barrels in 
bis dominions, and plastering on all the 
boxes of tobacco and snuff paper evidences 
ot his supreme power in the land, In 
these regards Czar Bourw&LL is more 
potent than the Czar ALEXANDER 
This control of the finances of the country 
by ope man has been for the past ten years 
the fruitful cause of the want of confidence 
in business affairs, and has been produc- 
tive of nothing butevil, The New York 
Journal of Commerce of recent date has 
the following item, which evyideaces the 
fact that business men, in matters of vital 
importance, are compelled to drift about 
in a sea of conjecture and incertitude.

The declaration that BouTweL. is 
“maater of the situation” announces the 
existence of a fearful one-man power over 
the business interests of a people.

Who can be sure that his 
demand would not at once be listened to 
by Congress and the necessary amend- 
ments to the Constitution enacted? The 
Supreme Court could be gerrymandered to 
suit the changed condition of things, and 
BouTWELL’s reign of rags and taxes 
would be tully indorsed and 
successfully inaugurated. Monthly state- 
ments of the public debt would be perpet- 
uated, showing to admiring subjects the 
financial exploit of reducing the debt 
without decreasing taxation, and all the 
people would be required, at the sound otf 
BovuTWELL’s bell, to fall down and wor- 
ship these monthly financial] images. 


Our Indian Relations. 

Our readers will probably remember that 
the Cherokee nation sent a delegation to 
Washington during the last session of 
Congress to look alter its interests. This 
delegation was composed of Col. Down- 
ING, its Chief, and several other educated 
and intelligent Cherokees. One ot these, 
Mr. W. P. Apatn, has addressed a letter to 
bie people setting forth the difficulties they 

untered. Various measures were pro- 
din Congress, not only violative of 
pis treaties, but highly prejudicial to 
the Indian. The obnoxious measures were 
briefly as follows: 

First. Congress declined entering into 
the new treaty proposed, from the neces- 
sity entailed of making appropriations tor 
the payment of moneys due the Indians 
under existing treaties, because of the 
pretext of retrenchment, From a Govy- 
ernment that has made its boast the re- 
duction of the public debt, this profession 
can hardly come with a decent grace. 
They bave strained every nerve to meet 
the demand for the payment of interest on 
the war debt, terest due mainly to the 
large capitalists, but refuse to make this 
comparatively small appropriation for 
fully as just a debt and for the immediate 
payment of which the need is much more 
imperative. With Mr. ADATR we may say 
that suck economy smacks much less of 
retrenchment than of repudiation.

the United States Government, in 
trust, to be invested in. “sale and 
stocks?’ and not to be 
depreciated by tax or otherwise. Mr. 
Apatr candidly admits that the innate 
gevitis of the Indian race is radically dif- 
férent from that of the white one, and that 
an immediate commingling as one political 
community of the two races, as is propos- 
ed by this legislation, could result but in a 
war of races with but one logical issue, of 
the destruction of the weaker party, 

But it is to the granting of the right of 
way through their lands to railway cor- 
porations that particular and earnest 
reference was made in each and every one 
of their memorials. By their treaty of 
1866 the sole right was given to them of 
constructing railroads through their reser- 
vations. Yet,in theface of this, the At- 
torney General gave as his opinion, on the 
2ist of July last, that this right could be, 
and was, granted to the Southern Branch 
Road, now known as the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas Road. 

As to the recent decision of the Secre- 
tary of the Indian Office, that whatever 
obligations a white man may have taken 
upon himse)f, or whatever privileges he 
may have obtained by becoming a Chero- 
kee by adoption, his responsibility to the 
United States remains unchanged and un- 
diminished. Mr. Aparr says: “In the 
name of our nation and people, I have 
protested against this decision of the hen- 
orable Secretary, as being in patent oppo- 
sition to the treaties of the Creeks, Chero- 
kees, Seminoles and other Indian tribes 
with the Government, as well as to eeveral 
decisions of the Supreme Court, and as 
being an unwarrantable subversion of the 
rights of our people.” These peoples be- 
ing considered as nationalities, we can see 
no reason why a distinction should be made 
in their case; as opposed to other na- 
tions. 

On the whole, the publication of this 
document shows not only the little consid- 
eration in which the Indians are held by 
our Government, but even the positive and 
criminal injustice with which they are 
treated, 


Only a ‘* Turning Over.’’ 

Theother day we stated that the city of 
Cincinnati had invited the Green-line 
excursionisis to partake of the freedom 
and hospitality of Cmcinnati; that, in 
doing so, they had so arranged matters as 
to shut out Louisville from the possibility 
of sharing in the outpouring of commer- 
cial love and champagne; that the excur- 
sionists were ruthlessly hauled through 
our streets, packed on a special train, 
conveyed to Cincinnati, assigned quarters 
in the hotels of the city, and, at the close 
of this freeand hospitable entertainment, 
presented with hotel bJls aud omnibus 
bills, at full, ifnot at extra, charges. To this 
the Cincinnati Commercial turned up its 
royal pug nose in a supercilious manner, 
obeei ving that “our Southern guests were 
gentlemen, and able to pay their own 
bills.” Now we did not doubt that they 
were gentlemen, and able to pay their own 
bills; but we thought, and we re 
marked, that, as they were  as- 
signed quarters by the Cincinnati author- 
ties, paired off in groups and sections, and 
given no personal choice as to where they 
would lodge and how they would lodge, 
the inierence was plain that Cincinnati 
meant to settle at the captain’s office. 
This inference was so obvious that quite a 
number of the delegates spent the greater 
part of the money about them, reserving 
ovly enough for current expenses, and 
were wholly unprovided for the bills when 
they were so suddenly and unexpectedly 
sprung upon them. We explained this, 
and the Cincinnati Enquirer immediately 
fell upon us and in iis pohte way described 
our statement as “a very bad case ot down- 
right lying.” It also, still pursuing that 
figurative but elevated mode of expression 
tor which it is justly renowned, invited us 
to “give us another turning over.”

Word of the shooting was at once conveyed 
to the police station on Vermont street, acd 
Sergeant Thompson, accompauied by police- 
man Robinson started out in search of the 
murderer, On Centre-street bridge they found 
Galentine in custody of patrolmen Faran and 
Eberbardt.

Now, when we oe pebenaeal the 
French, it 18 no more than right and proper 
that we should take back the prize—that we 
sheuld ask for the restoration of our stolen 
preperty Gantlemen, donot be ted astray by 
sech fine-soanding words. Aud, even if you 
were to be offered all the riches of the world, 
40 not bow down to the idol of Force. Teat 
these fine sounding words, and you will find 
tbat they are notbing but a cloak for the old 
barberian law of Right. Alsace and Lorraine, 
we are told, were German Rc peli and 
must again become German. ‘hat! we ask: 
Have Alsace and Lorraine, then, no inhabit- 
apts, or are the dwellers in these provinces so 
many senseless things, of which you can with- 
out more ado take session, and which you 
can push hither or thither just as you will? 
Have they, by war, forieited their rights? 
Have they become slaves, whose fate the con- 
queror can arbitrarily decide? Even the most 
zealous, the most thorough-going advocate of 
aunexation admits that the Alsactans and Lor- 
rainers are, body and soul, French, and wish to 
remainso And, even had they as bitterly as 
possible offended against ns, it would be still 
contrary to all human rights that we should, 
by force, make them ans—that we 
should, against their will, incorporate them 
into Germ: py or avy other German State. 
Gentlemen, there is an old proverb, which, on 
account of its truth, has become a uviveraaily 
admitted principle of morality: ‘“‘What you 
would not like to be done to yourself do not 
to others."" How w ould we—how would our 
National Liberals like a victorious Pole, on 
the ground of mght, to demand back and an- 
nex the provinces of Posen and West Prussia? 
And yet the very same reasons could be val- 
idly advanced im favor of such a measure as 
the advocates of the annexation of Alsace and 
Lorraine now bring forward. No, geatlemen; 
itis our duty to oppose, such movements of 
national self-secking. Let us bold firmly to 
the dictaies of right—as in private, so let it 
be in public life. Lei us proclaim it as our 
deep, firm conviction, that every incorpora- 
tion of foreign territory against the will of its 
inhabitants is a violativn of the righte of a 
people to decide for itself, and, therefore, as 
blameabile as it is dangerous. ‘Unblinded by 
the intoxicating success of the moment, let 
us raise Oar protest against every violence to 
the inhabitants ot Aisace and Lorraine. He 
alone who respects the freedom of others is 
himself worthy of freedom 

At the conclusion of this energetic speech 
the meeting passed the followiig resvlation: 

“The members of the popular party, here 
assembled, express as their conviction that 
neijiher the declaration of war by Napoleon 
nor the German feats of arms give the con- 
quer raright to dispose of the political fate 
of the inhabitants of Alsace a Lorraine. 
On the ground of the right of a nation to de- 
cide for itself, in the intereste of freedom and 
of peace, we protest agaivst every forcible 
annexation of French territory.”’

German Republican Protest Agaiust 
the Annexation of Alsace and Lore 
raine. 

The following is the most significant part 
of the speech, for making which Dr. Johann 
J. Jacoby was arrested at Koenigsbe 

The principal question which we are to dis- 
cuse is, Has Proesia or Germany a right to 
annex Alsace and Lorraine to itself? We are 
told Aleace and Lorraine belonged formerly 


to Germany; France gained possession 
of them by fraud and force. 
Now, when we have conquered. the 


French, 1t 18 no more than right and proper 
that we should take back the priz:—that we 
she me ack for the restoration of our stolen 
prope Gentlemens, da not be ied astray by 
euch: fine. sounding words. Aud, even if you 
were to be offered all the riches of the world, 
4c not bow down to the idol of Force. Test 
these fine sounding words, and you will find 
that they are potbing but a cloak for the old 
bar berian law of Right. Alsace and Lorraine, 
we are told, were German ee, and 
must again become German. ‘hat! we ask: 
Have Alsace and Lorraine, then, no inhabit- 
ants, or are the dwellers in these provinces so 
many senseless things, of which you can with- 
out more ado take possession, and whicn you 
can pueh hither or thither just as you will? 
Have they, by war, forieited their rights? 
Have they become slaves, whose fate the con- 
queror can arbitrarily — yar the most 
zealous, the most thoroug _heegtoer py of 

aunexation admits that the Acs he and Lor- 
rainers are, body and soul, Seeesih and wish to 
remainso And, even had they as bitterly as 
possible offended against us, it wonld be still 
contrary to all human rights that we should, 
by force, make them Germans—that we 
should, against their will, incorporate them 
into Germany or avy ot her German State. 
Gentiemen, there is an old proverb, which, on 
account of its truth, has become a universally 
admitted principle ‘of morality: “What you 
would not like to be done to yourself do not 
to others." How w ould we—how would our 
National Liberals like a victorious Pole, on 
the grouod of mght, to demand back and an- 
nex the provinces cof Posen and West Prussia? 
Aud yet the very same reasons could be val- 
idly advanced in favor of such a measure as 
the advocates of the annexation of Alsace and 
Lorraine now bring nent No, geatlemen; 
it is our duty to oppose, movements of 
national selfsecking. Let us bold firmly to 
the dicta‘es of right—as in private, so let it 
be in public life. Lei us proclaim it as our 
deep, firm conviction, that every incorpora- 
len. of foreign territory against the will of its 
inhabitacts is a violation of the rights of a 
people to decide for itseif, and, therefore, as 
blameable as it is dangerous. ‘Unblinded by 
the intoxicating success of the moment, let 
us raise Our protest against every violence to 
the inhabitants ot Alsace and Lorraine. He 
alone who respects the freedom of others is 
himself worthy of freedom 

At the conclusion of this energetic speech 
the meeting passed the followicg resulution: 

“The members of the popular party, here 

assembled, express as their convictiou that 
nediher the declaration of war by Napoleon 
tor the German feats of arms give the con- 
quer r aright to dispose of the political fate 
of the inhabitants of Alsace and Lorraine. 
On the ground of the right of a nation to de- 
cide for itself, in the interests of freedom and 
of peace, we protest against every foreible 
annexation of French tertritory."’
